‘*Undefeated,’’ but. foreed to 
surrender by a combination of eir- 
cusmetances fortunate for Great 
Britain {‘beyond her _ wildest 
dreams,’ say the diary of a Ger- 
man naval officer, the . German 
Fleet went on its last etuise, the 
eud of which was internment in 
a British harbor, The éntties were 
written, apparently, on the days 
When the great German. tragedy 
was being acted out, and the view 
point of the officer who writes is 
ilhuminating, A final touch is his 
surprise at the perfect discipline 


aboard the British ships where acf 


cording to reports that.-had been 
industriously cireulated in the 
German navy, the sailors were rea- 
dy to raise the red flag and join 
their mutjnous German _ brothers 
in a general revolution against of- 
ficial tyranny, Previous entries, 
dealing with the battle of Jutland 
which the writer claims as a win 
for Germany on points, explain 
the insistence of the officer that 
the fleet went to its surrender 
‘‘undefeated.’’ The passages be- 
low appeared originally in the 
Tagliche Rundsechau, and were 
translated by the London Times, 
from which we quote: 
Sunday, November 17. 
of smoke and soot lie over war- 
harbor. If one walks through 
the streets one arrives home quite 
black; the fleet is getting up 
steam. The Wilhelmshaven peo- 
ple are accustomed to this dirt. It 
was often so during the war when 
the fleet was suddenly going out 
for some undertaking or the ene- 
inv was reported out at sea by 
four aircraft and advance patrol. 
} But today it is quite different; the 
High Seas fleet is beginning its 
last cruise..surrendering to the 
enemy! For four years I have 
shared victory and want with my 
erew and I won't leave them in 
the lureh at the end. Going on

board is hard. The red flag is] 


still flying there, a sign of all that 
has collapsed in these last weeks. 
The crew is serious and quiet; 
most of them feel how great is the 
disgrace. 

Monday, November 18, In the 
Schillig Roads. Coming through 
the locks, we have hoisted our 
war flag and pennant onee more. 
Everybody on board has.‘the feel- 
ing that it looks better, ahd more 
dignified than the red flag. . .. The 
undefeated German Fleet is going 
out to meet the enemiy who anx- 
iously avoided it for years, and 
saystohim: ‘‘Here, take us; you 
haye won the game only too bril- 
liantly, and as you can not have 
imegined in your wildest dreams.’ 

T wept, and f am not ashamed of 
it.2’ ' 

Tyesday, November 19 Soon 
after noon we put to sea. Not ra- 
sing: @head as before, but crawling 
slowly. We must save as much 
fuel _as possible. The North Sea 
is seldom so calm at this time of 
ryear. No lookout for submarines 
now, and no manning of the guns 
At night there is a bright stream 
of light from every ship, and I no 
longer have to gaze into the dark- 
ness trying to espy the enemy..... 
I can not stop asking myself how 
we have earned such an end, and 
whether all our brave seamen are 
lying for nothing at the bottom of 
the sea. Who can give an honest 
answer? What is the truth? 


Thursday, November 21 On 
Wednesday morning one of our 
destroyers struek a mine and 
sank. Many are already lying 
down there, and many more will 
follow when the mine sweeping 
begins agaim At eight o’cloek we 
are at the appointed place. The 
first English destroyer soon comes 
in sight. My heart beats furiously. 
If we had still our topedoes on 
board | think that that destroyer 
would have known it. So it is a 
vood thing that we left every wea 
pon behind. The destroyers sur- 
round us on every side; we are 
a procession of prisoners, Our 
large ships are convoyed in the 
same way by the English battle 
ship and cruiser squadrons. The 
English stood at their battle sta- 
tions with gas masks on. They 
simply could not understand that 
we should surrender without a 
blow. The Knglish ships are 
freshly painted. The men are in 
their best clothes. Everything is 
arranged to impress us.

Many of the treaties in the Brit-'ve oceurred where their contents

‘was quite perfect, save that the 
usual wax seal in its silver box 
was missing. This, doubtless, was 
looted by the Bolivian mob dur- 
ing the revolution. ’ 

Presumably the loss of one of 
the originals of an international 
treaty, would not be irreparable 
among nations that observed ord- 
inary good faith. But in the days 
of ‘‘seeret diplomacy,’’ now sup- 
posedly departed, the theft or 
‘‘borrowing’’ of a treaty for pur- 
poses of publication was a serious 
matter. On this point the writer 
comments. 

Altho modern treaties are so 
carefully guarded in this country 


ously kept from prying, cases ha- 


have been prematurely and illicitly 
made public. One notorious im: 
stance of this oceurred in connect- 
ion with the publication by The 
Globe Newspaper of the full text 
of the secret Angio-Russian Trea- 
ty of May 1878. This was pub- 
lished in June, on the eve of the 
Congress of Berin, and the disclos- 
ures caused consternation in Russ- 
ian and England alike. 

The affair was traced to a For- 
eign Office Clerk named Marvin, 
who had secretly made a copy of 
the document, which he sold to 
The Globe. He was arrested, but 
as the Official Seerets Act had not 
been passed, it was held that no 
charge could lie against him, and 
he was discharged. 

An earlier ease of the kind oee- 
ured in 1827, when the Times pu- 
blished the text of the secret trea- 
ty signed on July of that year be- 
tween Creat Britain and France, 
and Russia. The mystery of how 
the newspaper in question obtain- 
ed possession of the text of this 
highly confidential document has 
never been cleared up to this day. 
As, however, the originals of the 
treaties were at that time stored 
in cupboards with glass doors, and 
fitted with ordinary Je \s. in a pri- 
vate house in Whitehatl, used as 
an annex to the War Office, it is 
not difficient to see how an unscru- 
pulous person might have obtain- 
ed access to them. 

In days gone by the signing of a 
peace treaty would have been hail- 
ed with glee by the higher clerks 
and officials of our Foreign Office, 
since it was customary to mark 
such auspicious occasions by a 
wholesale distribution of money 
‘gifts among those most. nearly 
concerned. 

These-gifts cam? from the Gov- 
ernments of the foreign states 
with whome the treaties were ma 
de and were frequently of econsi- 
derable value, Thus, in 1793, a 
sum of $1,000 was received from 
the Russian Government for dist- 
ribution among the under secret- 
aries and chief clerks of the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office on the occasion 
of two treaties between our King 
George JII and Empress of Rus- 
sia. 

The King of Sardinia, in the 
same year, sent $2500 to be simil- 
arly distributed, like sums ° were 
also forwarded by the Spanish, 
Prussian, Austrian, and Sicilian 
governments. These ‘‘good old 
times’? must indeed have been 
““vood’’ ones for the officials con- 
cerned, since the whole of these 
large sums was (livided between 
about ten or twelve people. In 
1831, however, this practice was 
discontinued. 

In conclusion the writer states 
that the first signature of the new 
treaty of Paris should be that of 
the repereseirtative of Germany. 

This is because precedent  de- 
mands that the original copy of 
a peace treaty shall be signed in 
Alphabetical Order of the Various 
countries’ names, and the official 
title of Germany, Deutsches Reich, 
comes first on the list. America

United States of America, Austria 
as Osterreich, and Brazil as Esta 
dos, Unidos do Brazil.
